Postmaster 
O. R. Skaar 
Tells Convention that New 
Service Now Regulates 
Living Cost 
, 


“ Rapid adoption of postal facili­ 
ties as a means of obtaining farm 
produce for consumption in a city 
the size of La Crosse is not to 
be 
expected,” said Postm aster Olaf R. 
Skaar today in a report to the Post­ 
master General. 
La Crosse was taken as a sample 
of the cities of smaller size, and a 
report on the farm-to-city 
service 
was read by Postm aster Skaar at the 
recent postm aster’s convention 
at 
St. Paul. 
Mr. Skaar says: 
“ Our parcel post will have a ten­ 
dency to keep local prices right,” 
said Mr. Scaar. 
“ When the local 
stores charge too much for articles 
the consumer will send away for the 
same. 
When the storekeeper learns 
what is going on, he will put his 
prices right and keep them there. 
“ On the outskirts of La Crosse 
are many truck gardners. 
Each day 
these men peddle their wares and 
there is little call for sending away 
much of the produce. 
There is 
no 
saving to the consumer as the local 
prices are about the same as they 
would be through parcel post, figur­ 
ing all costs. 
“ Chickens, 
ducks, 
turkeys 
and 
fresh cuts of m eat may be transport­ 
ed by parcel post when cold w eather 
comes.”

NEW YORK. Aug. 25— l l a. rn.— 
France must fight for her freedom 
en French soil. This is the primary 
meaning of the operations described 
in today’s official reports. The exub­ 
erant feeling during the first fort­ 
night of hostilities that Belgium and 
Germany would 
supply 
the great 
battlefields 
of the 
campaign 
has 
been shattered by the failure of the 
allies’ plans to take the offensive. 
After the German repulse at Liege 
the collapse of the German military 
methods was 
predicted; 
now that 
the allies have taught the difficul­ 
ties of offensive operations against 
the kaiser’s war 
machine, sugges­ 
tions that the French defense 
had 
gone to pieces 
are on 
everybody's 
lips. Both judgments are on a par. 
The first phase of the campaign, 
which centered about the able hand­ 
ling 
of 
the 
Liege 
forts, 
went 
against Germany; the second phase, 
whereby the allies hoped to engage 
In offensive strategy, has resulted in 
Germany's favor. This is 
all 
the 
legitimate meaning that can be ex­ 
tracted from the details that have 
passed the censor. 


The retirement of the allies 
to 
their “covering positions” 
probably 
is a graceful French way of admit­ 
ting Germany now is master of all 
Belgium 
and 
the 
Anglo-French 
forces are recovering their breath, 
protected by the permanent frontier 
defenses. 
There is no Indication in official 
or unofficial reports that the 
Ger­ 
mans were able to follow' up the col­ 
lapse of the French offensive. While 
the allies have been compelled to re­ 
treat, a fact almost 
as 
Important 
seems to he that the Germans have 


been so seriously handled as to make 
fan immediate continuation of their 
strategy impossible. 


There are two 
primary 
reasons 
why the offensive movement of the 
allies in southern 
Belgium 
failed: 
The nature of the ground and 
the 
rail of Namur. The allies used three 
armies for their 
operations. 
Two 
advanced on the Ardennes, one from 
the northwest and the 
other from 
the south, while 
the 
third 
army 
moved in the angle of 
the 
Meuse 
and Sambre rivers, extending south­ 
west 
from Namur. 
The Ardennes is a thickly wooded 
and hilly district, crossed by 
many 
streams. The advantage to the 
de­ 
fenders is enormous and this fact is 
sufficient in itself to account for the 
German 
success 
against 
the two 
French armies. 
The fall of 
Namur 
undoubtedly 
drove the third allied force out of 
the Meuse-Sambre angle, thus com­ 
pleting the German victory. The mys­ 
tery of Namur’s fall is removed 
if 
the Germans used against it a mass 
assault on a scale magnified above 
the frontal attacks at 
Liege. 
Na­ 
mur’s defences are much more com­ 
pact than are Liege’s and lend them­ 
selves better to assault by mass for­ 
mation.

in the United States, as to the wound­ 
ing of the German crown 
prince.

Eir.mich, com ­
